MR. R. EARNSHAW'S 
DEATH.

TRAGIC END TO STUNTING, 


An unfortunate accident, in- 
volving the death of Mr. teginald 
Eornehaw; ‘morred an exhibition 
of flying and stunting givon on, 
tho Kowloon City reclamation, ; 
on Saturday afternoon, by. the 
© Abbot School of Aviation.” 

A large crowd, mouxtly holiday- 
ing Chinoso, witnessed looping- 
the-loop by a Cantonero aviator 
(Mr. Henry Young) on a Curtis 
biplano, and a “loaf drop" stunt, 
and thon Mr. R: Earnehaw went 
up with Mr. H. W. Abbot fora 
parachute jump. 

The leap wax mado near tho 
wator's odye, over the harbour, 
and tho parachute opened woll. 
Mr. Earnshaw cameo down slowly 
towards tho surface of tho wator, 
and appeared to bo working tho 
ropes, to which he was strapped, 
so as toroach tho shore, but to 
camo down a little way: out to 
Hoa, . 

It was realised that tho acronaut 
—who evidently had intended 
to land on tho roclaumation—was 
in danger, for he had full flying 
kit, and was woaring heavy knoo- 
boots. Unfortunately, there fears 
provod only two woll, grounded. 
When a motorboat ronchod 
the spot somo minutos Iator, 
the parachuto and ite 
passenger had dieappearod from 
viow, only Mr. barnshaw's cap 
boing found floating on tho 
surface. 

BODY NOT RECOVERED. 

Attempts woro immodiatoly 
mado to locate the body, and 
theso offorts were continued 
throughout yesterday, but up to

poct, ono readily beloved by the

The appreciation of poctry is 
not a thing made to order, ond 
most people do not like poetry. 
But, I repeat, most Scotamen like 
Burns. Nay moro, they are 
jealous of the fame and roputation 
of their National Bard, He stirs 


.{tho heart of every one of us and 


his works have undoubtedly had 
an enduring influence on our na- 
tionat life and charactor for he 
has, above all things, bequeathed 
to the gencrations a heritage of 
truth, courage and comfort.

A, Poet of Universal Significance. 

Burns was a poct of universal 
significance, but he achieved that 
significance through his intensely 
personal character and quality, 
beth of which were specifically 
Scottish, From our standpoint !* 
might be said that his universality 
fs possible only through his pre- 
cisely national view—his paro- 
emphasis. But Scotland's 
honour ‘js not that she at loast 
roisod a poct that only sho could 
understand, but that.she raised 
poet who was Scottish fn-every 
beat of his heart, yet commanded 
the homage, affection and under- 
standing of mankind. His mes- 
page Is one which appenis to the 
hearts of men quite apart from 
the considerations of space and 
time, nationality, class or crecd, 
and the burden of that message 
ja that the greatest things in the 
world are freedom, manliness and 
brotherhood. He spoke not for 
one class, but for all classes and 
that all classes might. be one. 
(Hear hear). 

And that is why at this time of 
year, men mect tho wide world 
over to celebrate the birthday of 
one who might well be called the 
world’s poet.
